A BETTER FEELING 


OPIOUS RAINS, following previous scattered showers, in the 
\ districts surrounding Bassano, have relieved for the time being 
the feeling of tension which was creeping over the, whole com- 
munity. Barring hail of severe proportions, the prospects for a 
fair crop look good at the moment, and unless the price structure 
should collapse as it has done in the past, farmers may earn some 
reasonable reward for their years of effort. . It is coming to them, 
particularly those on the non-irrigated areas. 
For the irrigation farmer, the paradox of penne fod- 
der crops and no market will immediately present itself. , For them 
their cash market will consist of the larger dairies at lessened prices, 
In view of this pending certainty it might be worth while for the 
individual farmer, and the district as a whole, to canvas the situation 
on the prospects of feeding the surplus fodder in a more or less 
wholesale manner.

CANADA'S DEFENCE POLICY 


ANADA’S DEFENCE policy, if she has one, and her external 
relations, particularly as applied to Great Britain have taken 
the spot-light, and are liable to remain there for sometime to geme. 
A few weeks ago the Prime Minister sought refuge under 
a time-worn parliamentary subterfuge to dodge a question on the 
latter point. . In the dying moments of the session just ended the 
point was again raised from’ which it would appear that some of- 
fer has been made by the British.Government to raise and train at 
the expense of the British Tax-Payer, in Canada, a Canadian Branch 
of the R.A.F. To this Mr .King replies that it is not the policy 
of the Government of Canada to permit any military forces, not un- 
der the direct control of the Canadian Government, to’ operate or 
be trained in Canada. 
Mr: King did not deny that such an offer had been made 
If such an offer was made then Mr. King either said too much or 
too little. and apparently he is not going to be allowed to forget it. 
Senator Meighen has raised the point sharply andthe probabilities 
are that it will become an issue of some importance between the 
Government and the Opposition, ‘and will involve Canada’s whole 
position as a partner in the British Commonwealth, not only in the} 
matter of the benefits to be derived, but with respect to the obli- 
gations arising from that association.

Mere Land to Grass 


'’ Bigger Crops on Smaller 
' Aereage Are Possible;More 
Land To Grass 


Experiments conducted at Scott, 
Sask., experimental station showed 
that, whereas ‘the average yield ot 
wheat on summprfallowed land over a 

riod of five years was 148 bushels 
per acre, the average where barnyard 
manure and fertilizer 
was 23 bushels per acre. 

That's an increase of nearly 60 per 
cent, 

Now of course we realize that the 
one thing we have more of than any- 
thing else is land, but at the same 
.time we wonder whether it is good 
business to do all the work on 100 
acres of land when sixty acres would 
produce the same results, Perhaps we 
are so bitten by the bug of mass pro- 
ducion that we would rather work 100 
acres of land to get the same results 
as if we worked only sixty acres. 

The question is that today we have 
{n wheat in the West some 23,000,000 
‘acres, If we could grow the same 
amount of wheat with 15,000,000 acres 
In crop, and had the other 8,000,000 in 
grass, raising livestock, perhaps we 
Would have a little more stability 
about our agriculture, We’ll be told 
that we have no market for the live- 
stock we now produce, but we can an- 
ewer with the statement that a good 
many times in the past few years 
we've had no feed to produce the live- 
stock, Certainly if we had a third of 
our present whieat lend in grass and 
forage crops, and if we used the man- 
ure produced to better our wheat. cro- 
ps there would be a lot less soil drif- 
ting. 

In any event, the Scott figures are 
Pncouraging, It may be that it is not 
‘absolutely necessary we should let 
the West blow away.—
